All lights are tu rned down u ntil 
the gathering place is in

darkness. Then each person pres­ 
ent is asked to take a match from 
his pocket and hold it u ntil the 
signal is giv en to strike it. 
On 
the appointed signal, each indiv id­ 
u al strikes his match, 
and 
the 
whole place lights u p as b right as 
it has ev er b een. 
It is tru e, one match alone does 
not make mu ch dent on the dark­ 
ness 
Bu t, b y the 
same 
token, 
each match that isn’t stru ck di­ 
minishes the amou nt of light pro­ 
du ced. Each indiv idu al, the light 
he can throw, large or small, is 
important to the ov erall resu lt. 
We do not hesitate to apply this 
principle to other phases of ou r 
liv es ev ery day. We b eliev e in the 
importance of flic indiv idu al do­ 
ing his b it. accepting his share 
of responsib ility, in his job , in his 
home and family life, on the play­ 
ing field, and in civ ic and com­ 
mu nity endeav ors 
We do not say, “Whqt good will 
it do for me to do a good job ? 
There are others where I work 
who don’t seem to care!” We do 
not giv e u p trying to make ou r 
children into fine citizens, simply 
b ecau se other families neglect this 
ob ligation. A great b aseb all pitch­ 
er on an otherwise ordinary team 
continu es to pitch his heart ou t 
to win. Important elections hav e 
b een won b ecau se one more v oter 
in each precinct decided It was 
worth while to go to the polls 
and cast a v ote. 
The indiv idu al and his personal 
influ ence are essential in ev ery 
facet of life and liv ing. 
He need 
not feel that it is u p to him to 
set the entire world on fire. He 
need only to light u p the little 
area arou nd him. Then, with the 
example he has set, others follow, 
and a whole city, state, or nation 
takes on a new b rilliance. 
A pilot light is a v ery small 
flame, b u t withou t it we are help­ 
less in igniting the 
larger 
fire 
that generates power and warmth 
and influ ence as we seek a sense 
of secu rity and well b eing.

WASHINGTON UP — State De­ 
partment officials sfiid today the 
b reakdown of arms import cu rb s 
in Korea prov es the need for an 
iron-clad inspection system in any 
glob al disarmament program. 
The issu e of inspection safe­ 
gu ards — to make certain that 
arms redu ction pledges wou ld not 
b e secretly b roken—has prov ed a 
major stu mb ling b lock in Ru ssian- 
Western negotiations ov er arms 
control for years. 
The United States and its Ko­ 
rean allies Thu rsday again ac­ 
cu sed the Commu nists in div ided 
Korea of v iolating the armistice 
agreement which ended the Ko­ 
rean War three years ago. 
Demand Reds Withdraw 
The v iolations charged formed 
the b asis for a demand that the 
Commu nists mu st withdraw their 
memb ers of the Neu tral Nations 
Su perv isory Commission b ack in­ 
to a neu tral zone b etween North 
and Sou th Korea in a week. 
The Commu nis« reportedly re­ 
plied that the United States and 
its allies are try ing to wreck the 
armistice. 
Howev er, officials here said they 
expect the Reds will comply with 
the demand u nder protst. 
The effect wou ld b e to halt oper­ 
ations in Sou th Korea b y commis­ 
sion memb ers from Commu nist 
Poland and Czechoslov akia. The 
other two memb er nations, Swe­ 
den and Switzerland, hav e agreed 
with the United States and Sou th 
Korea that Red 
v iolations and 
ob stru ctions 
had 
rendered 
the 
commission u seless. 
Au thorities here said that b ar­ 
ring 
some 
u nexpectedly hostile 
actions b y the Chinese or North

Implications Far Broader 
Bu t the

b roader than Korea. 
Fb r in the v iew of many West­ 
ern officials the Korean tru ce was 
a limited practical test of one kind 
of arms control inspection sys­ 
tem. 
In Korea, it was agreed b etween 
the Commu nist and U N , com­ 
mands that weapons wou ld b e in­ 
trodu ced into North 
and Sou th 
Korea after the fighting stopped 
only as replacements for weapons 
which were worn ou t or remov ed.

Vice President Nix on stirred a 
controversy with a somewhat sim­ 
ilar statement in a New York 
spec h Feb .

Supreme Court, a great Repub li­

politics, Eisenhower — though he 
voiced no criticism of Nix on — 
said he hirhself regarded the past 
political affiliation of high court 
judges as meaningless, 
Tcoin said prosegregation Dem­ 
ocrats take over key committees 
of Congress when their party has 
a majority, and he declared: 


“We must tell this message to 
every Negro—that he has a vested
